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PASSES THE SENATE. 


By a Yote of 43 to $2 the Uncondi- 
tional Repeal Bill Is Carried. 


JOHN SHERMAN'S PROUDEST DAY 


He Marched Into the Democratic 
Camp and Impressed Recruits. 


MR, MORGAN TELLS PLAIN TRUTHS 


Don Cameron Says That the Country 
Cannot Prosper Until There Is Free 
Coinage of American Silver. 


Washington, October 30.—(Specia).)—-The 
senate has finally acted. At 7:W o'clock 
tonight the Voorhees bill repealing the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law passed 
by the yote of 48 to 32, a majority of 
eleven for the bill. 

The end came afier sixty-one days of 
fiebate in the senate, fourteen days of 
which has been a coutinued session. Dur- 
ing this debate 20,000,000 words have been 
uttered on the floor of the senate chamber. 
The speeches will fill five bound volumes of 
The Congressional Record, andin ordinary 
newspaper type would stretch out 1,600 
miles ,or from the seaboard to the Roeky 
mouutains. 

“Today was consumed in debate. It began 
at 11 o'clock this morning and only ended 
when the vote was taken at 7:50 o'clock 
tonight. Many of the senators wanted a 
a@st word before the vote was taken. 

Don Cameron for Free Coiunge. 

Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, then read 
a siatement as to his position and views 
on the repeal byl. It was in part as fol- 
lows: “Either side of the senate has wade 
a 6uggestion which, in wy opinion, has been 
broad Gnough, and, therefore, I have studi- 
ously @voided voting for or ageinst the 
amendments proposed. ‘here can be but 
oue solution-—free coinage of the American 
product of silver is essential to our pros- 
perity. The senate cannot, with self-respect, 
pass sucl} a measure as this. Look for a 
tnoment at the arguments put forward in 
support éf repeal. One of the most forci- 
Die is that it would oblige Enrope to enter 
into an agreement with us to return to the 
use of silver as money: That is to say, 
we intend to cui off our American market 
for silver in order to throw 50,000,000 
ounces a year on the Enropean market, in 


addition to’ what we already send, in the | 


hope of ‘breaking down its market price. 
We have a deficit of several millions a 
month. If we manage to keep $50,000,000 
of gold in the treasury we shal! do well. 
We are wasting our silver and our gold 
and our credit and we call remnonstrapce 
factious. In the bope of indueing the 
majority to deal with the subject in a 
brouder spirit, | may ask ihe senate to vote

Sherman Dictated the Terms. 
Mr. Morgan then addressed the senate. 
The situation in the senate seemed w be 


_& very lamentable one—one wuich he could 
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speak of only with pain and which he 
could contemplate only with serious appre- 
hensions for the future welfare of the coun- 
try. He said the passage of the bill would 
be an irrevocable surrender to the democrats 
of the most corrupt, insolent and overbear- 
ing coroporations. He then read slowly 
and with great emphasis these sentences 
from Mr. Gorman’s speech of Saturday: 
“We were compelled to take the terms of- 
fered by the senator from Ohio. He held 
the key of the situation. You have dictat- 
ed the terms to us.” 

Mr. Morgan, continuing, said among 
other things: “If a _ presidential policy 
was to be worked out through a gag held 
in one hand and through the veto power 
neld in the other, such assumed power would 
soon so exceed the grants of the constitution 
that the people would break off from such 
a rule. : 

Could Not Have Carried. 

“Compromise was scouted as an unworthy 
condescension. This was harsh, arbitrary 
and unworthy treatment—all the more pain- 
ful, because the political enemies of de- 
mocracy were invited to become willing 
instruments for coercion. From that rod 
and that staff, democratic senators could 
get no comfort. If he had told the people 
of Alabama that the first effort 6f Mr. 
Oleveland, if elected president, would be to 
put silver in a position from which there 
was no possibility of extrication, that it was 
to die im the senate at the hands of its 
friends or in the house by his command, 
that state, at least, would never have cast 
its vote for him. 

“And I told him so in a friendly, cordial 
manner,” he added. 

Mr. Morgan concluded his written re- 
marks at 2:40 o'clock. He left the sub- 
ject, he said, with the knowledge that the 
die was cast. The senate and house and 
the president had determined that the pend- 
ing measures should prevail. There was 
nothing now to look te, so far as he could 
see, but some vague promises made in the 
senate, which were entirely improbable of 
being realized. 

He left the subject, he eaid. not expecting 
for a long time, if ever, to say anything 
further upon it. ‘ 

ihe Czar Would Be More Considerate. 

_ Mr. Vest, democrat, of Missouri, followed 
Mr. Morgan. He expressed his sympathy 
with the people of the silver states and 
said that no czar or kaiser would desolate 
an isurrectionary province as congress was 
about to desolate the silver states of the 
west.

And then it was that he appealed to the 
interviewer and prociaimed that uncondi- 
tional repeal was a failure; that some com- 
promise ought to be agreed upon and indi- 
cating what that should be. 

Mr. Cockrell then referred to the propos- 
ed compromise and said that after some con- 
sideration, it was developed that the demo- 
crats could harmonize and agree upon a 
measure which the democratic president 
and the democratic secretary of the treasu- 
ry could approve without one solitary sac- 
rifice of their principles or politics. Just as 
victory perched on the democratic banner 
the distinguished senator from Ohio was 
found entrenched in their front. 

“Our party had practically united,” said 
Mr. Cockrell, “and we thought theré would 
be harmony, but then it was that the in- 
eandescent light of non-partisanship of thie 
republican-mugwumwp-democratie- coalition 
Wis cast across our pathway and the demo- 
cratic administration was revealed in all 
its non-partisan perfection with its uncon- 
ditional repeal banner still in the hands, 
equally of republican mugwumps and dem- 
ocrats.”’ (Laughter. )

It had been taken out of the hands of 
democracy and republican’senators had to 
be consulted before anything could be done, 
and the republican party wotld be mure 
responsible than the demoeratie party. 

“Undoubtedly,” acquiesced Mr. Hale, re- 
publican, of Maine. 

“Glorious victory for the senator from 
Ohio.” said Mr. Cockrell, “After twenty 
years bringing a democratic administration 
back to his law of 1873.” 

Mr. Cockrell closed with the statement 
that if the repeal of the Sherman Jaw failed 
to restore prosperity the republican party 
must bear the responsibility. 

Myr. Carey’s i’ crsonal Statement. 

One of the most exciting scenes of the 
day was when Senator Carey, of Wyoming, 
pounced upon Senator Wolcott and declared 
that he retired from the world to prepare 
his addresses, committed them’ to memory 
and then recited them with great dramatic 
effect. He said he had never bartered his 
vote, but the-senator from Colorado had 


entered a combination in reference to the 


force bill. 

Senator Wolcott replied at length and he 
fairly roasted the senator from Wyoming. 
He said there were people to whom clean 


linen was an offense, and he regretted the 


senator from Wyoming was one. He char- 
acterized Mr. Carey’s words as petty, mean 
and contemptible. 

It was fitting that 1 should refer to the 
position of the senator from Wyoming. 
The people of this new, young common- 
wealth, 1 know, are unanimously in favor 
of the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
vér, but their senater permitted a senator 
from an adjoining state tu declare his posi- 
tion. If the senator from Wyoming is con- 
tent swith bis position, I have no-vbjection 
to make. I leave it to his constituents. 
Ife may be contented with his vote. I 
leave him to deal with the people who sent 
him here. I should not have answered the 
remarks he has made; I should not have felt 
called upon to take further part in this de- 
bate had he not seen fit to go far out of 
his way with personal allusions infinitely 
petty and small. He emphasizes the fact 
that I have taken pains in the preparation 
of such speeches as I may make to the sen- 
ate. So I do. I owe it great respect. ] 
would not insult it by giving it any thought 
of mine or utterunce of mine that was not 


| duly considered and deliberated on. If the 


senator from Wyoming had considered a 
little on the utterance which he has just 
delivered he would have’ pleased = him- 
self none the less and he would have pleas- 
ed the people and senate wore. 

Clean Linen Offends Carey. 

“Mr. President, the senator has seen fit 
to refer to my apparel. There are men to 
whom clean linen is an offense. I regret 
that the senator from Wyoming is one of 
them. I owe the senate an apology for in- 
terrupting this debate for seeming to stoop 
so low as to even notice an allusion of the 
petty character of that made by the sens- 
tor from Wyoming. There has been enough 
said on that subject. There is a Spanish 
proverb that fits the case—‘It is a waste 
of lather to shave an ass.’” (Applause 
and laughter in the galleries.) 

Later in the day Senator Carey quoted 
from 2 wagazine article a statement that 
the silver republicans had bartered their 
votes on the force bill for democratic votes 
On silver. 

The vice president admonished the occn- 
pauts of the galleries. 

Mr. Carey said: “I have no apology to 
make to the senate for I try to keep with- 
in the bounds of propriety., I make no 
claims to oratory. I make no ‘claims to 
being a person who can interest the galler- 
jes. I have never gone outside of the senate 


‘amd requested the doorkeepers to send in 


no ecards when I was delivering an address 
to this body. [ am not anxious to occupy 
the position which the gentleman holds in 
the senate or anywhere else, or shall I use 
language, or attempt to use language, with 
a view of annoying him, or with a view of 
embarrassing this body, of which I am a 
inember. The trouble with the senator and 
the trouble with his people has been that 
they have attempted to interfere in the af- 
fairs of my people instead of looking after 
their own affairs.”’ 
Charged with Deserting His Party. 

Mr. Carey said Mr. Wolcott had aban- 
doned his party in the last campaign. He 
was aware, he said, that everything had 
been done in that state to excite the people 
against him, (Mr. Carey). He had a let- 
ter from a reputable citizen of Colorado, 
saying that if he voted against free coinage 
the influence and money of that state would 
be used to ruin him. Mr. Carey’s reference 
to the trading of votes on the force bill 
brought Senator Harris, of Tennessee, 
to his feet. 

“i want to state distinctly,” said Mr. 
Harris. democrat. of Tennessee, “from the 
standpvint of one of a commitice of demo- 
cratic senators, that there never was an 
understanding or agreement between deno- 
cratic senators and senators from the sil- 
ver states that every single vote should be 
controlled by any consideration in favor of 
silver or against the foree bill. Such a 
statement as the senator has just made 
deserves to be branded, and I rise for the 
Eee of branding it, as an utter false- 

om.” 

“1 did not make the statement,” dis- 
claimej Mr. Carer. 

“For what purpose did the senator use 
the article?’ asked Mr. rrigon. 

In conclusion Mr. Carey said that he still] 
thought that the sentence to which he had 
referred in the speech of Mr. Wolcott of

Chicago, October 30.—The world’s fair 
has ended. This evening was to have been 
one of gaiety and dazzling brilliancy, but 
the death of Mayor Harrison changed all 
that. The meeting at Festival ball during 
the afternoon was brief. The audience was 
detaimed just long enengh to hear an earn- 
est prayer by the Rev. Mr. Barrows, a few 
explanatory remarks regarding the change 
of programme by President Palmer, the 
reading of an appropriate speech by Pres- 
ident Higinbotham and the resolutions of 
svinpathy concerning Carter H. Harrison's 
untimely end, 

These resolutions were read by H. N: 
Higinbotigamn, president of the World's 
Columbian Exnosition, who began in a 
clear, firm voice, which grew husky and 
trembi&l for a moment with emotion. when 
& certain passage in the resolutions was 
reached. 

Mr. Harrison and Mr Higinbotham had 
been long associated. 

The fair was declared closed by Thomas 
W. Palmer, president of the national cow- 
mission in the following words: 

“It was intended to close this fair simul- 
taneously with the sound of the gavel, the 
firing of artillery and the lowering of the 
flag. All that has been chanyed by the sad 
circumstances which brings us together 
now. 1 announce that when the sun sets 
the closing will be-marked only by a salute 
and the hauling down of the flag. When 
that takes place, 1 declare, in obedience to 
the act of congress, the exposition is ofli- 
cially closed.” 

Before giving the benediction Rev. Mr. 
Barrows aunounced that he had been re- 
quested by the committee to read the 
speech President Higinvbotham had writ- 
ten for this day prior to Mr. Harrison's 
demise. 

‘The speech was as follows: 

President Higinbotham/’s Speech. 

This is not the time for_oratory. A duty 
calls us together which we must perform, 
though it fills us with sadness.

‘This i not dhe time for extiltation over our 
victory, except .0 so far as to recognize that 
without the favor of the God that guided the 
fraud craft of the voyager four hundred years 
ugo to th.s land it could not have been 
achieved. Exuitation would be undignified. 
Gratitude to the Almighty is tie only feetoag 
that L ¢an harbor in my breast, except thac 
sorrow which this ciesiug hour evokes. We 
are turning our baeks upou the fairest dream 
of civilization and are about io cons gu it to 
the dust Jt is like the death of a dear 
friend. It is like bidd.ng farewell) to one’s 
youth. Ilr is lke ail those times in the lfé of 
2 man, when the thoughts of the presemt are 
choked with the emotions of the past. At 
such times the call of duty alone can uplift 
the heart and arouse it to mee: the things 
that are yet to come. That cali is upon each 
one of us now. It echoes in the hearte of all 
that have been touched by these wonders 
which God has brought to pass. 

It bids us to learn the lesson of the past 
season, to the everlasting bemefit of ourselves 
and our children. It bids us appropriate to 
ourselves the imperishable parts of this high 
feast of the arts, industries and sciences and 
so embalm them in memory’s treasure house 
that they may hest be preserved and produce 
the largest fruits in the generation to come. 
Let us go forward to meet the duties of the 
future without fear, sustained by the faith 
that what we hare wrought will endure and 
forever stand as a beacon light, guiding others 
to loftier hetghts and greater achievements. 

The Treasurer's Figures. 

When Chairman Peck, of the finance 
committee of the world’s fair, figured up 
with Treasurer Secherger today he found 
the exposition had just $2.515,000 in bank 
and in the souvenir coin fund. Estimating 
the receipts at $150,000 more than the 
cost of administration for the day, the 
balance on hand at midnight, October Oth, 
was nearly $2,750,000. Of this sum nearly 
$1,000,000 is sonvenir coins counted at their 
face value of ™) vents each. The total 
revenue from concessions for tie six months 
was in the neigtborhood of $6,750.000, 
from which deductions were allowed, 
amounting to about $250,000 for improve- 
wents paid by the concessionaires. Receipts 
from admissions and from minor sources 
aggregate about $10,500,000, not includ- 
ing salvage. Altogether the treasury has 
received over $14,000,000 since the [st day 
of May from gate receipts, concessions 
and incidental sources of revenue. 

Against the income from all_ sources, 
including $4.500,000 of bowls and $5,500,- 
(0) of stocks, there has been a a of 
$19,000,000 for construction, and the ope- 
rating expenses have been about $7 £000,000. 
Up to, and including, the closing day the 
stuckuolders have a prospect. of between 
1h and 20 per cent on their subscriptions 
Whether the dividend will be paid in the 
end depends upon the cost of the removal 
of the buildings and closing up the af- 
fairs of the corporation. 


CHICAGO'S DEAD MAYOR. 


Carter Harrison’s Remains to Be Removed to 
the City Hall Today. 

Chicago, October 30.—All was shrouded 
in gloom and quiet in and about the quaint 
old Harrison homestead on Ashland boule- 
vard today. The Sunday crowds about 
the palings were absent, and ouly a few 
pedestrians stopped as they passed to gaze 
awe-truck at the closely drawn curtains 
and at the black badge of mourning at the 
portal. But one policeman was on duty at 
the outer gate and he had only to tell in- 
quirers that the family desired uninter- 
ripted quiet, and that the body would be 
conveyed to the city hall there to remain 
in state for twenty-four hours. Two more 
uniformed officers quietly patrolled 
the block, but they had lit- 
tle to do. Those who passed, 
stopped but a moment, talked in under- 
tones about the awful calamity and then 
passed ou. Callers were very few as ail 
condolences had been offered Saturday eve- 
ning and yesterday, and only an occasional 
messenger with a note or tciegram of sym- 
pathy disturbed the silent bell. Drivers 
of carriages and vehicles that passed in- 
voluntarily brought their horses to a walk 
and quiet prevailed in the neighborhood. 
All of the curtains were tightly drawn ex- 
eept those in the parior to the right. 

One of the earliest callers was the fam- 
ily physician and he was closely followed 
by Undertaker C. H. Jordan, who saw 
that the details of preparing the remains 
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far the casket were properly attended to. 
The body will be placed in the casket to- 
morrow just before it is conveyed to the 
city hall.

CLIFFORD WON. 


Yo Tambien Second, While 
Came in Third. 


Chicago, October 30.—Clifford won easily at 
Hawthorne this evening in the sweepstakes 
in the mile and a quarter race, in which he, 
Yo Tambien and Lamplighter fought for the 
$8,000 prize. For this first half Yo Tambien, 
the favorite, kept her glistening chestnut 
coat in the lead, but from the three-quarter 
post Clifford had it just to suit him and went 
under the wire in 2:09 3-4, with Yo Tambien 
fifteen iengths away and with Lamplighter 
twenty lengths behind the mare. 

It. took twentw minutes to get the horses 
started, for Yo Tambien, usually so obedient, 
was acting wickedly. But at iast the red 
flag went down and, wiih splendid speed, the 
horses came towards the stand. As they 
passed the judges’ stand Yo Tambien showed 
three-quarters of a length ahead of Clifferd. 
with Lamplighter two lengths behind. 

At the quarter the mare had kicked a full 
length of daylight between herself and the 
bay colt and Lamplighter was two leigtis 
to the rear. But as the horses neared the half 
Clifford gained rapidly and as they passed 
the mark the two were racing neck and neck, 
with Lamplighter clear out of it. 

- CHfferd steadily gained antil when the 

Stretch was reached he was two lengths ahead 
of the mare and tinished with Yo ‘Tambien 
fifteen lengths behind h'm and Lamplighter 
twenty lengths further back in the provession. 

When the race was over, Mr. Walbaum said 
that he intended to take Lamplighter back 
east immediately. ‘Ile won't do anything on 
this track. 1 did not expect to win,’’ he

Yo Tambien’s friends claimed that her edge

That the United States Would Take a Hand 
Denied at Washington. 

Rio de Janeiro, Ociober 30.—It is stated 
that a secret treaty between the United 
States and Brazil has been signed. This 
treaty is said to be in addition to the com- 
mercial treaty of 1891 and is said to in- 
volve United States support of Brazil if the 
latter country asks for such support. 

It is also understood that the United States 
is pledged to support the Brazilian govern- 
ment in the effort being made to restore 
the monarchy. The rebel movement at 
Bahia is believed to have been influenced 
by monarchists, with whom Admiral Mello 
might ultimately join issue. In this case 
it is said the intervention of the United 
States would be justified.

Washington, October 30.—The state de- 
partment this afternoon denied that the 
United States government had entered into 
a treaty with Br.zil pledging our support to 
that country in the event of an attempt be- 
ing made to restore monarchy there. 


A STIR AT THE NAVY YARD 


Caused by a Report That the Battle Ship 
Texas Was Sinking. 

tichmond, Va., October 30.—A special to The 
Dispatch from Portsmouth, Va., says: There 
was great alarm and excitement at the navy 
yard this morning occasioned by the report of 
the watchman om board that the batileship 
Texas was sinking at her dock. The beli 
was rung at 6 o'clock, the workmen called in 
and the marines ordered out. steal was 
gotten up on the tugs and the Texas and every 
preparation was made to put the ship in the 
dry dock as speedily as possible, In the 
meantime the engines of the Texas got to 
work and soon emptied her of water, when 
it was found that in putting the second turret 
on board the ship had become so listed that 
the valves left open began to take in water. 
Admiral Brown had the water ‘mmediately 
pumped out. An examination of the hold 
showed that there was nothing serious the 
matter, that the water Was received throngh 
ganges left open.

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ED GOULD WAS GOOL. 


He Was Called On by a Crank Who 


Demanded $5,000. 
BUT THAT FAMILY DOES NOT GIVE UP 


The Visitor Was Detained Until a 
Policeman Arrived. 


SEVERAL SHOTS FIRED ON BROADWAY 


Superintendent Matthews, of the Postal 
Company, Wounded—The Mob Want- 
edto Lynch His Assailant. 


— 


New York, Octeber 30.—(Special.)--A 
crank went into Edwin Gould's oftice in 
the Western Union building this afternoon 
and demanded $5,000. He said that the 
Goulds were responsible for his losing that 
sum during a railroad strike at Rosedale, 
Ikan. If the sum was paid over further 
trouble would be prevented, but he threat- 
ened to use violence if his demand was not 
acquiesced in. 

The crank was arrested and taken to 
police headquarters. He gave the name of 
Mongolia Andrews, and said he was twen- 
ty-four years old and married. He stated 
that he was a telegraph operator by occu- 
pation, and resided at J78S Pearl street, 
Brooklyn. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon Super‘ntend- 
ent Byrnes received a message from Ed- 
win Gould stating the circumstances and 
asking for protection from the crank. In- 
spector McLaughlin jdetailed Detective 
William Clark. He went to Mr. Gould’s 
office. Andrews was waiting in the office 
and he was placed under arrest. He made 
no resistance. Mr. Gould said that the 
stranger was shown in to him. He was 
small of stature, wore a black mustache 
and was of a swarthy complexion. He 
was shabbily dressed. 

“Mr. Gould,’ said Andrews, “‘you have 
been responsible for my losing $5,000 dur- 
ing the strike at Rosedale, Kan., and I 
Wwunt you to reimburse me. I am poor. You 
have robbed me.” 

cGiould Humored Him. 

Mr. Gould saw that the man was “off” 
and at once humored him. He had him 
shown into his private office and in the 
meantime he told the crank that he would 
fix it all right. But it was for Byrnes man 
that he then called. Clark took his pris- 
oner to police headquarters, where he was 
followed soo after by Mr. Gould, who 
expained matters to Superintendent Byrnes. 
Mr. Gould said that he knew nothing about 
Andrews. He had never seen him before. 
Andrews ws arraigned before Superin- 
tendent Byrnes and Inspector McLaughlin. 

He is undonbtedly insane. On his 
person were found a number of letters and 
a list of names of prominent people, among 
whom were Cornelius Vanderbilt, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, Oliver Ames, George Bliss, 
John Jacob Astor, General L. J. Fitzgerald, 
J. B. MeEvery, Sidney Shepherd and half 
a dozen others. He had the addresses of 
many of these. Andrews had a list of dif- 
ferent corporations and stock quotations. 
On a slip of paper in his pockeet was 
written the letters “B. C, and G,”” Opposite 
each letter respectively were the figures 
$5,000, $2,000 and $9,000. 

Later in the day Mr. Gould called upon 
the inspector and the two were closeted 
for quite a time. The crank is locked up at 
police headquarters. 

shot op Broadwry. 

At 3:30 o'clock this afternoon a crazy 
man, emulating the example of the man 
who on Saturday night shot down and 
killed Mayor Carter H. Harrison, of Chi- 
cago, fired two shots from a six barreled 
revolver into the stomach of a man whom 
he, in his insanity, imagined had done him 
a wrong. The man who was shot was 
Frederick Matthews. The man who did 
the shooting is Thomas Bradley. Matthews 
is superintendent of construction of the 
new postal telegraph building at Murrey 
street and Broadway. But for the fact 
that ten policemen of the Broadway squad 
with their bodies and clubs defended the 
prostrate, bleeding, mangled and shrieking 
form of the would-be murderer, an infuriat- 
el mob of over 1,500 men, armed with 
sticks, clubs and stones, would have lynch- 
ed the fellow. The police had all they 
could do to keep ‘back [the struggiing 
crowd, and, as it was, many a head was 
eracked by the police in their struggles to 
get the crazy man through the crowd. From 
witnesses of the shooting, the men who had 
been working at that place all day long, 
it was learned that the man had been 
loafing around the building all day. He 
had been hiding behind piles of brick and 
saying the the policemen and the superin- 
tendent were after him, trying to murder 
him for stealing $500. The men paid no 
attention to him. At 3:30 o'clock the man 
came from behind a pile and stepping up to 
the superintendent deliberately fired two 
shots into his stomach. Then waving his 
umbrella and yelling for the men to keep 
back, he took refuge behind a pile of bricks, 
The police were forced to shoot him three 


times before he would give in. He was f{ 


removed to the hospital and afterwards 
taken to police headquarters. 
Andrews Lives at Kansas City. 

Kansas City, October 30.—Andrews, who 
today demanded $5,000 from Edwin Gould 
in New York, has been employed as a tel- 
egraph operator in this city most of the 
time for about twelve years. He is original- 
ly from West Virginia. About ‘two weeks 
ago he obtained a leave of absence from the 
Western Union office here, saying he wish- 
ed to visit his old home in West Virginia. 
For a time he was engaged in the real es- 
tate business here, and it is said that he 
has a little property, which, however, is 
encumbered. He has a wife and children, 
who are now living at West Port, a sub- 
urb of this city. Andrews was not popular 
with his fellow operators or associates, as 
he was too much inclined to argue questions 
upon which he was not too well informed. 

Of late he has been advocating the ob- 
jects of the American Protective Associa- 
tion. While he was regarded as ignorant 
and eccentric, néne of his associates con- 
sidered him Va#gerous. \

PORTERFIELD ON TRIAL. 


He Is Charged with Wrecking One of Nash: 
ville’s National Banka. 

_Nashviille, Tenn., October 30.—(Special.)— 
Frank Porterfield, cashier of the defunct 
Commercial National bank, was arraigned in 
the federal court this morning on a charge of 
vV.olating the national banking laws. There 
are twenty-six different cases against Porter- 
field. ~The case taken up today was the one 
charging him with using the bank's funds to 
take up the motes of insolvent parties. 

A jury composed of eleven farmers and one 
doctor was secured. At the afternoon session 
Mr. Baxter stated that the government would 
aifempt to prove that during March of this 
year Frank Porterfieid pa.d a note of $12,500 
beld by the Union bank. of Louisville, out of 
the funds of the Commercial National bank. 
the mote being signed by Frank Lorterfleld, 
M. A. Spurr, Charles Sykes and Lewis T. 
Baxter, it being charged that Porterfield knew 
that all ihe siguers to the note were insolvent, 
as well as the Commercial bank. 

The defendant entered a plea of not guilty. 
J. M. Head, a director in the bank, identified 
Porterfield’s telegram to the Union bank, say- 
ing, “Charge the $12,500 note of Porterfield. 
Spurr, Sykes and Baxter to Commercial 
bank's account.”’ The minutes of the board 
failed to show that Porterfield’s action wae 
authorized by the board or by the execut.ve 
commiutitee. 

Mr. L. O. Cox, cashier of the Union National] 
bank, of Louisville, identified the note. testi- 
fied to the reception of the telegram and pro. 
duced correspondence showing that the re 
quest had been complied with. 

Bank Examiner McKnight testified that he 
found the note amoug the cash items of the 
Commercial Dank. 


SUITS FOR SLANDER. 


A Congressman and a Postmaster Defend: 
nate—An Alliaace Official Plaintiff. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 30.—(Specital.)-— 
Postmaster J. P. Kerr, of Asheville, arrived 
here today and is one of the defendants in 
an interesting and sensational suit. The 
ether defendant is Congressman W. T. Craw- 
ford, of the ninth district. The suit is 
brought by W. S. Barnes, secretary of the 
state alliance, against Kerr for alleged libel 
and slander. During the campaign last year 
Crawford's populist opponent charged that in 
1890 Crawford had sigued all alliance de- 
mands, among which was the subtreasury 
demand, Crawford denied these and de- 
mguded proof, His populist opponent then 
read a card which he declared was a certi- 
fled copy of the one signed by Crawford, the 
certification, it was stated, being mwaae by 
Secretary Barnes. 

Crawford stated publicly that the cari 
purporting to be signed by him was a forgery 
and lie, and that Secretary Barnes had forged 
it. 

Barnes now sues Crawford for slander, 
laying the damages at $5,000, agd sues Kerr, 
who published Crawford's card in his news- 
paper.

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He Recovered from Yellow Fever but 
Rheumatism Killed Him-UTwelve 
New Ceres.

At a meeting of the health board today, 
resolutions of thanks were offered by Col- 
ond, Goodyear and unanimously passed to 
The New York World for manifesting such 
deep interest in Brunswick as to send their 
medical editor, Dr. Bowen, here to write 
up the true condition of affairs. 

Frost is expectel tomorrow. Every in- 
dication points that way tonight. The 
wind is blowing, but it is cold. Overcoats 
and fires are to be seen on every hand. To- 
night about 7 o'clock W. A. Ennis, day 
operator in the Western Union Telegraph 
office, died from the effects of yellow fever. 
The death of Mr. Ennis strikes with pe- 
cubiar sadness the people of Brunswick and 
especially the newspaper correspondents, 
He was a young man and had a loving and 
lovely wife. When the fever broke out. he 
remained at his post of duty for he knew 
that few could be called to do his work. 
He knew that the press of the country de- 
pended on the office in whicb he worked to 
get the news their readers so cagerly 
sought. He knew that his services were 
needed, and he did the best he could. 

tie Waa trave. 

One morning he came down and sat at 
hie key. His co-worker, Night Operator 
Cater, saw his condition and sent him 
home. 

All that day Ennis’s fever raged and 
Cater doubled to do his work. The fever 
grew worse but at last a change came for 
the better. The fever left Ennis, but 
following in its. wake came rheumatism, 
which finally reached his heart and ended 
his life. 

The word ‘Hero” placed over Ennis’s 
grave would fittingly describe the kind of 
man he was. 

Another death occurred today—a negro 
chid named Davis. ‘he physician attend- 
ing, Dr. Davis, does not report to the 
health board, and up to a late hour tonight 
Ro certificate of death had been issued. 


LELTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


Urging a Board of Health. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 25.—Ed‘tor Con- 
stitut.on: The heaith law of Fiorida not 
only contained most of those provisions in the 
legislation of other states which had been 
found valuabie in practice, not only left out 
much legislation which had been found un- 
Wise or impractical, but it was passed by a 
legisiature of a state, many of whose condi- 
tions are similar to ours. 

It was passed with ail the circumstances of 
@ widespread epidemic, which had nearly 
swept the state, in the minds of its legislators 
aS a recent occurrence. 

That legisiature catled to its aid a corps 
of able experts who had battled with ¢hat 
ep.demic and whose experience in other epi- 
demics had been extensive, who also had ex- 
perience of epidemics of other diseases than 
yellow fever. some of whom also had sarge ex- 
perience of quarantive and sanitatvon, and 
the many preventive dey.ces adupted, as well 
as the executive management of quarantine, 
Fanitat.on and outbreaks of disease in epi- 
dem.c form. 

Probalhiy no legislature ever had so much of 
_— whility brought to iis aid, so much 
of practical know-edge, scientific Knowledge 
to a.d its deliberations and enable it to arrive 
at phe best results obtainable. It has had 
the advantage of a fair trial under Dr. Porter 
as executive officer, a man of character, force, 
moderation and fine execut.ve ability, and the 
universal judgment seems to be that it has 
worked we:l. But few amendments have been 
needed. Certainly judged by its results, it has 
proved a good law. 

There have been numbers of instances of 
sporadic cures of yellow fever in a number 
of years since the passage of the aw, and 
no epidemic has resulted 

These »porad.c cares of yellow fever have 
not created serious = or in any marked 
degree affected the business interests of any 
section of the state. 

The power to act at once being lodged in 
one man, the failure to report by wire any 
susp:cious case to this one man by any 
physician in the state being visited by speedy 
and severe penalt.es, the assurance is given to 
every citizen that suspicion will be followed 
Dy prompt investigation, and such prompt 
execution as diagnosis demonstrates desirable. 
No wild reports are permitted under heavy 
penalties, speedily enforced, while any citi- 
zen May report any susp:cion to the proper 
health officer of the town or city, and must not 
conceal knowledge of the existence of the 
disease. No quarantine can be put on ex- 
cent by direction of this executive officer, nor 
is it necessary to quarantine at every town in 
the state against the town suspected or in- 
fected, for every citizen Is assured that the 
infected or suspected town will be quaran- 
tined in, not out. In other words “>t an 
efficient guard will be placed around the 
town to prevent a stampede, and those desir- 
ing to leave will have a place provided for 
them, in which they must stay until there is 
certainty that they will infect no place to 
which they may go. 

The result is that wild panic and desire to 
fiy is gcradaaily ceasing to exist, and the 
same feeling of confidence in the health 
Officers’ ubility to protect the people, which 
exists in northern states with older hea'th 
laws, obtains. and business is not paralyzed. 
— are some of the features of the Florida 
aw. 

The law introduced by Judge Mershon at 
the session of the legisiature last vear, with 
some amendments, growing out of different 
condiions in Georgia, is practically the 
Florida law. 

I understand that Dr. Holmes has prepared 
a bill, which I have not seen, Dnt from his 
great ability I assume is the result of eareful 
study, and have no doubt contains wise pro- 
visions, which ‘later experience may sugzest 
as amendments or to displace some provisions 
of the Mershon law.

E.\jjtor Constitution: The recent newspaper 
gliuvsions to President Tyler which impute to 
him bad faith, treachery and violation of party 
pledges because of his veto of Mr. Clay's 
bank bill, do him great injustice, and evince 
on the part of those who makg such charges, 
ignorance of the facts and issues involved in 
his election. 

The Harrisburg convention, which nominat- 
ed General W. H. Harrison for president and 
John Tyler for vice president, was not a whig 
convention, although frequently so called then 
and now. It was a joint convention of all the 
elements of opposition to Martin Van Buren. 
If it had been a whig convention or in favor of 
a naflonal bank, Henry Ciay would have been 
its nominee. It was composed of advocates and 
opponents of Cly, of whigs and democrats, of 
bank and anti-bank men, of protectjonists, 
tariff for revenue men and free traders. It is 
by no means certain that General Harrison 
would have signed Mr. Clay’s bank bill, if he 
had lived. It was well known to all in that 
convention that Mr. Tyler would never ac- 
cept its nomination if hjs so doing committed 
him to the approval of such a bank bill. The 
convention adopted no platform and requir- 
ed no pledges of its candidates. 

In the ear:y summer of 1840 my father, Gen- 
eral Duff Green, announced one day at dinner 
that he had that morning agreed to edit a 
campaign paper in supporc of Harrison and 
Tyler 


1 said: “I cannot understand how you, a 
states’ rights democrat, can support Harrison, 
who is a whig.”’ ! 

Ile replied: “Generai Harrison is not a whip. 
He has assured me that he is a Jefforsonian 
democrat. But 1 am not supporting him. 
am for Tyler.’’ 

I said: “‘But the vice presidency is of small 
linportance.’’ 

He replied: “Some months before the LHar- 
risburg convention John V. L. MeManon and 
Jumes W. McCollough wrote me a joint lecter 
urging me to unite with them on Harrison and 
Muugum. I reptied that i could not accept 
Mangum, but was going to Ohio to see Gener- 
al Harrison, and if my interview with him 
was satisfactory, I would unite with them ou 
him for president, if they would put Tyler, a 
representative wan of the party, vn tiie tick- 
et for vice president. 

“At that time the three prominent candi- 
dates for ihe presideucy were John Q. Adauis. 
Clay and Van Buren. Adams. as an ayowed 
ubolitionist. had been laboring ever since hs 
defeat by Jackson to array politica! parties ou 
sectional Hines on the s:avery question. Cay. 
by his advocacy of emancipation and Atrican 
culonization has been doing the 
same thing even mvre- effectually than 
Adams, because he does nvot shock 
80 rudely the_consciences of those who re- 
spect the guaranties of the  constitut-on. 
Meanwhile he has one foot in New England 
for protecifve duties and the other west of 
the Alleghanies for internal improvements. 

“Tt have econfident.al but reliable informa- 
tion that Van Buren has for some time been 
intr.gueing with the abolitionists and has 
piedged himself to them that he will take an 
early opportunity, after his re-clection, to 
deciare tftmseif for free soil and ugainst the 
extension of slavery into the territories. The 
organizing of sectional parties én the slavery 
question .s the great danger which threatened 
the country in the event of the election of 
either Adams or Clay. and if Van Buren 1;

October 30.,—Senator Sherman 
has received from Secretary Car'isie a reply 
to his letter concerning the seigniorage now 
in the treasury. The treasurer says that of 
the treasury notes issued on the Sherman 
act $52,395,840 have upon the demand of the 
holder been redeemed in gold and $2,224.192 
in s.lver dollars. The secretary’s letier shows 
that seigniorage carried under the Sherman 
act amounts to $6,976,098, Since dJuy, ISvl. 
8.794.810 silver dollars have been coined and 
there has been no coinage of silver do lars 
since May, 1893, except $200 in proof pieces, 

The silver buliion on hand October ist Inst 
amounted to 187,666,257 fine ounces, costing 
$124.561,428. With the probable purchase of 
October Mr. Carlis!e thinks there will .be 
139.466.2537 ounces of siiver bullion in the 
treasury on November Ist, the cost ef which 
will be $125,S88,020, and the coinage ya'ue 
$180,320,008, giving a seigniorage of $54,431,- 
OSV.

Mr. Peffer said he desired to occupy fif- 
teen minutes before the vote was taken, as 
he would not feel that he had done his duty, 
did he not enter another protest against 
what he considered the crowning infamy of 
the present century.

Demacrats Evenly Divided. 


An anatysis of the vote today shows 
that had every senator voted, the vote would 
have stood 48 to 37, or 11 majority, just as 
was shown on the actual vote. There were 
five pairs, two democrats being paired for 
the bill and three democrats against the 
bill. The vote as announced on the roll 
call showed twenty democrats voting aye, 
and nineteen democrats voting nay. Two 
democrats, Palmer, of Illinois, and Gordon, 
of Georgia, were paired for the bill, and 
three democrats, Colquitt, of Georgia, 
White, of California, and Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, were paired against the bill. Thus 
had every democrat voted, there wonld 
have been twenty-two democratic votes for 
the bill to twenty-two democratic votes 
against the bill. In other words, there 
was a tie vote among the democrats. The 
southern democratic senators representing 
silver states, who voted for the bill, were 
Caffrey and White, of Louisiana; Hunton, 
of Virginia; Lindsay, of Kentucky; Mills, 
of Texas; Ransom, of North Caro‘tina. 
This, however, was on the final vote. 

Silwer’s Largest Vote. 

The largest vote that silver has got on 
any one of the amendments was on the re- 
enactment of the old Bland-Allison law of- 
fered by Senator Berry, of Arkansas. The 
vote on that stood 33 yeas and 37 nays, or 
only four majority against the amendment. 

On that vote, there was a democratic 
majority of four for the amendment. On it, 
Senator Gordon, of Georgia, was paired 
against the amendment, his pair being an- 
nounced with Senator Cameron, who was 
for the amendment. 

The final vote on the passage of the bill 
today showed 20 democrats and 25 republi- 
cans for the bill; 19 democrats, 3 populists 
and 10 republicans against the biil. Sena- 
tor Colquitt was in the chamber, but being 
paired against the bill with Senator Wil- 
son, of Iowa, could not vote. 

Goes to the House today, 

The repeal bill as it passed the senate 
today will be presented to the house by the 
secretary of the senate immediately after 
12 o'clock tomorrow. Under the rules of 
the house, it will have to lie upon the speak- 
er’s table until the next day’s session, un- 
less the house, by unanimous consent, de- 
cides to take it up and consider it. An ef- 
fort will be made toniorrow morning to get 
unanimous consent. It is feared that one 
of the 357 members of the house may ob- 
ject. One objection would carry it over. 
It is; however, hoped by all the leaders that 
there will be no objections. If not. it is 
probable that the house may be able to 
finally dispose of the bill tomorrow. Of 
course, the president would sign it immedi- 
ately. Just as soon as the preident's sig- 
nature is attached to this bill, congress wii! 
want to adjourn, and it is probable that 
the extra session of the fifty-third congress 
will adojourn either Thursday or Friday. 
That will give the members time enough 
to get to their respective states for the 
elections next Tuesday. As the regular ses- 
sions of congress convene on the first ‘Mon- 
day in December, this will be only a four 
weeks’ recess for the members. 

Tariff Comes Next. 
plan of the house  lJead- 
ers is immediately after the 
meeting on the lst of December to take 
up the tariff bill for consideration. They 
would like to pass it before or very shortly 
after the Christmas holidays. 

The ways and means committee will re- 
main in Washington and work, and will 
probably complete the tariff bil! by Novem- 
ber 20th. It can then be reported to the 
clerk of the house and printed in order 
that members may read and consider it as 
soon as congress is again in session. 
Though the senate has been slow in acting, 
the house has done afl the work that has 
been before it in a business-like manner. 
Speaker Crisp intends that this house shall 
be a strictly business body and that there 
shall be no unnecessary detay in the consid- 
eration of any subject. There is much 
work to be done and the house is organiz- 


ed to do it with speed.

The Town of Oglethorpe Has a Mys- 
terious Prisoner. 


HE PRETENDED T0 BE A CAPITALIST 


That Was in His Mind—Now He Is in 
Jail for Selling a Team Which He 
Hired at a Livery Stabile. 


Macon, Ga., October 30.—(Special.j— 
Mayor McLeod, of Oglethorpe, is in Macon 
today and says that the people of Macon 
county are rejoicing over the capture and 
jailing of one who promises to turn out 
to be an interesting personage. The imme- 
diate charge registered against the man is 
horse stealing, but he is strongly suspected 
fo being guilty of many things prohibited 
by the criminal code. 

The man struck Oglethorpe a few days 
‘ago and gave his name as Captain Press 
Brooks, and said he was a capitalist of 
Macon and was looking for investment. 
He thought that since the courthouse ques- 
tion had been settled in Oglethorpe, perhaps 
it would be a good field in which to plant 
his alleged surplus wealth. He called on the 
mayor and the sheriff and spent much time 
in their offices. After he formed their ac- 
qaintance, he decided to bid on the new 
courthouse and went to work to secure 
the contract. To the brick and material 
men he represented himself as the partic- 
ular friend of the mayor and the sheriff 
and said that he had decided to build the 
courthouse at their solicitation. To prove 
that he was all right he went to a large 
mercantile firm and deposited a lot of ar- 
tistic checks and letters of credit to 
strengthen his financial standing and give 
weight to his statements. 

So many checks and a deficiency of cur- 
rency excited the suspicion of some people. 

A day or two ago the capitalist struck a 
new line. He rushed out to a livery stable 
and called for the best horse and buggy in 
the place. He said he had just received 
instruqtions from TPinkerton’s detective 
agency to make a wholesale raid on some 
wildcat stills not far away. He got the 
team, but he never came back. 

A few miles from town he sold the horse 
and buggy and kept moving in an opposite 
direction to the late seene of his air castle 
construction shop. Brooks, if that be his 
name, was captured and is now in jail in 
Oglethorpe. He is believed to be a profes- 
sional crook of the worst type. He is sixty 
years old with a shrewd eagle eye and a 
‘smooth language machine. 

Since Brooks’s arrest two other old men 
with a similar bearing and demeanor have 
heen hanging around Montezuma and Ogle- 
thorpe, and it is believed that they are pals 
of Brooks and that they are part of a 
gang that was planning to make a big haul 
in that section. 

The Grand Lodge.

It has been proposed to invest the sur- 
plus funds in an orphans’ home for de- 
pendent chiliren of deceased Masons, and 
the settlement of this question will probably 
be the most important matter that will 
come before this session of the grand lodge.

On a Spring Tide the Savannah River 
Has Twenty-Three Feet. 


TRAVEL BY RAIL IS QUITE LIGHT 


People Do Not Like to Be Bothered Get- 
ting Health Certificates— Dr. Brunner 
Keeps the Quarantine On, 


Savannah, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)}— 
New evidences of the progress which is be- 
ing Inmade on the Savannah harbor are @p- 
pearing every day or two, and there is no 
question but that the desired depth is now 
a ueatter of only a short time. The latest 
and best evidence of this fact is that the 
water-logged schooner, Martie A. Holmes, 
which was wrecked at sea during one of the 
recent gales, was brought up the river by 
the tug Paulsen, drawing twenty-three 
feeb of water. The schooner was towed 
up on one tide, when in cases of such ex- 
traordinary draft it usually requires two, 
and she came the entire distance up to the 
city without running aground at aby part 
of the channel. It was, of course, at full 
tide, but this is the greatest draft that 
any vessel entering the river has been 
known to carry. 

This schooner, of coursé, did not ordi- 
narily draw that depth, but she was heavily 
loaded with Jumber, and besides, during 
the storm in which she was caught, she 
was filled up to her deck with sea water. 
The lower harbor of the Savannah river 
has probably as many vessels in it as all 
the other southern ports combined except- 
ing New Orleans. In Tybee inner roads 
there are twelve large square-rigged ves- 
sels, and at quarantine, five. ‘The num- 
ber is being increased instead of diminish- 
ing. The record of heavy draft vessels, 
which have come up into the river during 
October is interesting. Besides the schoon- 
er Holmes, which was towed in, the Ger- 
man steamship Donau came up the river on 
one tide drawing twenty-three feet, one 
and one-half inches, just eight and one- 
half inches more depth than was carried by 
the ship Caravan, which sailed last May. 
The depth of the schooner Martie A. 
Holmes was not recorded, she being dire- 
lict, but was measured by those on the tug 
which brought her up, and found to_ be 
twenty-three feet. The other vessels for 
October are the steamship Highfield, which 
sailed drawing twenty feet and four inches; 
the ship Teleton, twenty feet, seven inches; 
the bark Amelia, twenty feet, six inches, 
and the bark Berkley Castle, twenty feet, 
seven inches. 

Knocked the Dam Down. 

The British steamship Edenmore, which 
left for Hamburg a day or two ago, did 
some damages tothe river and harbor 
works in going out which she may have 
to make good when she next comes into 
Uncle Sam’s domain. She could not it seems, 
resist the temptation of running against 
one of the spur dams at Venus Point, near 
the quarantine station, and in the collision 
about twenty-tive feet of it was broken off. 
It will cost in the neighborhood of $1,000 
to repair it. 

Quarantine Hurts Travel. 

The hotel people and others who depend 
to a great extent upon the transient patron- 
age, are complaining that the rigid quar- 
antine is injuring their business by keep- 
ing peofle away from the city. 

Travel on the Savannah, TJ lorida’ gnd 
Western, which traverses a section from 
which comes a great deal of Savannah's 
patronage, has been very greatly diminished 
partly by the yellow fever and partly by 
the quarantine. The stringency of the quar- 
antine regulations is keeping a great many 
people away from the city, al on account 
of the fact that many of them living in 
small towns find it a hard matter to se- 
cure health certificates, which are the only 
things that will admit them, and many 
of them are afraid that they will not be 
accepted when they do get them, as a large 
number of certificates which did not satis- 
fy the inspectors have already been turn- 
ed down. 

Not only are there no country people 
coming in, but northern travel is very 
slack as a result of the quarantine. Even 
yet, the Pennsylvania railroad will not set] 
tickets to Savannah unless the purchaser 
exhibits a health certificate from some mem: 
ber of the New York board of health. and 
the large tourist business, which usually 
Starts at this time of the year, ha been 
greatly delayed. As in every other case, 
the northern people are awating a killing 
frosts in the south which will wipe out 
quarantines, yellow fever and everything 
else. Health Officer Brunner said he ex- 
pected these complaints towards the end 
of the season, but that she was as firm as 
ever in his determination not to relax the 
stringency of the quarantine one iota until 
after frost. 

In Very Good Hands Now. 

Just now, so far as Chatham county is 
concerned, a measure which is to be intro- 
duced in the house to take the registra- 
tion lists out of the hands of the county 
commissioners and to put them into the 
hands of the ordinary, is creating more talk 
here than anything else. There are how, 
and have been for some time, two factions 
in county politics, and tampering with the 
registration lists has more than once cut 
a large figure in county elections. Of 
course those who side with the commis- 
sloners and their friends Want to see the 
registration remain where it is and they 
Wik make a strong fight against the bill 
When it comes up.

Fighting Over the Brewery. 
The P. H. Walters Brewing Company, 
Which, as stated in a dispatch to The Con- 
stitution, has just been put into the hands 
of a second neceiver, seems to be in hard 
luck. ‘Lhe trouble is with the board of di- 
rectors. One of them, it seems, made the 
statement that the company could be re- 
lieved of a large part of its indebtedness 
by going into a receiver’s hand, and he had 
a bill drawn and a receiver appointed. This 
was a little over a week ago. 
The other four directors opposed this 
project and made him have his bill with- 
drawn and the receivership under it dis- 
solved. The bill had not been dismissed 
three days before the balance of the di- 
rectory arranged for another receivership 
to throw things their way.

T. Ronan, who was appointed the second re- 
ceiver, made his levy and took the keys. 
The petitioners claim that the company is 
indebted to the amount of SG0,000, which 
will faH due in a short time, and state that 
the corporation is not able to meet its in- 
debtedness, as there is nothing to depend 
upon except the product of its business and 
the company is insolvent. The two factions 
in the board of directors were each in par- 
tial control until the appointment of the 
second receiver, and now the majority has 
things its own way.

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What the Platform Says. 

“We denounce the republican legislation, 
Zpown ag the Sherman act of 1890, as a cow- 
ardiy makeshift, fraught with poss.bilities of 
danger in the future which should make all 
of its supporters, as well as its author, anx- 
ious for its speedy repeal. We hold to the 
use of both gold and silver as the standard 
money of the country, and to the coinage of 
both gold and silver, without d.scriminating 
against either metal or charge for mintage, 
but the doliar unit of colnage of both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic and exchangeable 
value, or be adjusted through international 
agreement, or by such safeguards of ieg.sla- 
tion as shall insure the maintenance of the 
parity of the two metale and the equal power 
of every dollar at all times in the markets 
and in payment of debts.” 


-_ 
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Senator Gorman’s Statement. 

We discussed briefly yesterday the ex- 
traordinary statement made in the sen- 
ate on Saturday by Mr. Gorman, one of 
the leaders in the movement for uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman law. We 
referred to the fact that he defended the 
southern senators and others who sod 
on the democratic platform against the 
walicious abuse of the goldbug editors, 
and against the vicious charges of the 
southern patronage editors. 

This portion of Senator Gorman’s re- 
warks was undoubtedly important. In 
a few graphic words he described the 
situation that had existed up to Monday 
one week ago, and absolutely vindicated 
the attitude of the southern senators and 
of the southern newspapers that had 
supported them in their course. 

But Senator Gorman went further than 
this. He demonstrated the fact that 
these southern senators and the newspa- 
pers that supported them stood squarely 
on the democratic platform, and showed 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that those 
who favored the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act were not taking the platform as their 
guide. In fine, Senator Gorman showed 
beyond all question that The Constitu- 
tion and those who have stood with it 
from the beginning to the end of this 
contention were representing the demand 
of the platform and the majority of the 
democratic party in the senate. 

From the record of the debate we se- 
lect the following extract, to which we 
invite the careful atiention of those who 
have taken any interest in the discussion 
of the scheme of repeal that has been 


forced on the senaie: 

Mr. Gorman, democrat, of Maryland, said 
that he could not help noticing the very re- 
markable attitude of the distinguished sena- 
tor from Ohio, who was the acknowledged 
leader on the other side of the chamber. That 
senator’s anxiety for the repeal of the Sher- 
man act was, he said, perfectly well under- 
stood; but he knew that it was not possibie 
to pass the repeal bill except as a non-partisan 
measure. And yet that senator new at- 
tempted to take party advantage of the de- 
lays, of the mistakes (if there had been any), 
that had attended the course of the bill. That 
distinguished senator tells the senate and tells 
the country that the pending measure will be 
impotent; that it eliminates the further use 
of silver as money, 

Mr. Sherman—I did not say a word to that 
effect. On the contrary, 1 spoke strongly in 
favor of silver money as long as it does not 
demonetize gold. 

Mr. Gorman—If I have misunderstood the 
genator from Ohio, all the senators near me 
seem to have misunderstood him also. The 
senator sald that the passage of the bill as it 
now is would not give the relief to the coun. 
try which the country expects. 

Mr. Sherman-—lI said that it would not meet 
the expectations of the people. 

Mr. Gornmran—And that when the bill is 
passed the treasury will not be ™ a condition 
to meet the wants of the country or to keep 
the finances in a healthy condition, and that 
the only relief is in the issuing of bonds, not 
only for the purpose of maintaining the parity 
between the two metals, but for the purpose 
of paying the ordinary expenses of the goy- 
ernment. 

Mr. Sherman—Wiill the senator allow me to 
ask him how he proposes to meet the deficien- 
cy in the revenue? 

Mr. Gorman-—I will come to that. If I un- 
derstand the position of the democratic party 
in the beginning of this controversy, it was 
that we pledged ourselves to the repeal of the 
Sherman act. 

Mr. Voorhees (in an undertone)—The pur- 
chase clause of it, ~ 

Mr. Gorman—No, sir, the whole law. Every 
newspaper that breathed the democratic 
breath, every member of the democratic party 
who had a right tc constder and carry out the 
views of the party, was at first for the re- 
peal of the Sherman law, TI take it that 
other senators, like myself, were in favor of 
the absolute repeal of the Sherman law—the 
whole of it. And I do not think I am mis. 
taken when I say that the distinguished sena- 
tor from Ohio, in a speech in his own state, 
denounced the repeal of the entire Sherman 
law, stating that he would favor the repeal of 
the purchas’ng clause alone. 

Mr. Sherman—I believe that is what this bi!] 
professes to do. 

Mr. Gorman-—-Yes; that is what the bill pro- 
fesses to do. ‘The president of the United 
States, anxfous as he was for its repeal, was 
too astute a statesman, when he knew that he 
had not the powér ih his own party or with 
his own party to repeal any portion of that 
law, because the division is so sharp among 
both parties that neither has the power to 
feal with the question effectually, was com- 
pelled to take the terms offered by the senator 
from Ohio. That senator held the key of the 
position. You (addressing Mr. Sherman) dic- 
tated the terms to us. It was the only thing 
that we could get you to agree to for the re- 
lief of the country. Then, Mr, President, this 
congress met, and we came here, with forty. 
four senators elected as democrats—only one 
half of this body and w'th the perfect knowl- 
eige on the part of every intelligent man that 
this party was hopelessly divided on this ques- 
tion, a8 your party is hopelessly d$ylded. It 
may be said, in truth, that a large majority 
of democratic senators was against the un- 
condittonal reveal even of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, and it was as wel 
known that you had thirteen or fifteen repub- 
lean senators opposed to it. It was belleved— 
and I state it as a fact perfectly plain to 


everybody—that a clear majority of this body 
was not in favor of unconditional repeal, but 
wanted some modification. Weil, Mr. Presi- 
dent, complaints have been made of delay ‘a 
this matter. I am ciad of the opportunity 
to say—and I say it in justice to those who 
fought for the bill—that these of us who in- 
tended to vote for lis final passage believed 
that we were in the minority, and the delay 
for weeks became necessary so that we might 
corvert enough men to our side to pass the 
bill. The senator from Qhio was too astute 
a wan to try to enforce its early consideration 
in this body. The fact was that we were not 
ready for its consideration. But, as time went 
on, and the debate became sharp (it has been 
A great debate, and the annals of congress 
will not show one equal to it), a doubt was 
expressed as to the power of the senate to 
pass it. I do not mean the power to reach 
a vote, but the power to pass an uncondition- 
al repeal bill. 

This is a somewhat voluminous extract, 


but no democrat who is interested in the 
situation in which the unconditional re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act will leave the country and the 
party can afford to misunderstand or to 
be ignorant of the facts that Senator Gor- 
man authoritatively sets forth in clear 
and simple language. His declaration 
stamds unchallenged. 

When he declared that if he understood 
the position of the democratic party in 
the beginning of this controversy “it was 
that we pledged ourselves to the repeal 
of the Sherman act,” Mr. Voorhees 
moved uneasily in his seat and remarked 
in an undertone, “The purchasing clause 
of it.” But Senator Gorman turned on 
him with a flat, emphatic denial. “No, 
sir,” he declared, “the whole law. Every 
newspaper that breathed the democratic 
breath, every member of the democratic 
party who had a right to consider and 
carry out the views of the party was at 
first for the repeal of the Sherman law.” 

Mr. Gorman might have quoted the 
platform itself, but he had no need to. 
Mr. Voorhees said no more. He felt and 
appreciated the full effect of the simple 
truth that Mr. Gorman had so clearly 
and so emphatically stated. He knew 
that in no word, or line, or paragraph of 
the democratic platform—in no hint, in- 
timation or suggestion—does the party 
authorize the repeal of a part of the 
Sherman act and not the whole. 

We dwell upon this fact for the reason 
that it will rise up hereafter to vex the 
party. It is a matter to be faced and 
disposed of, but no reasonable disposition 
can be made of it by pretending that the 
party platform authorized it or that the 
great body of the people were in favor of 
it. Mr. Gorman has faced it and dis- 
posed of it, so far as the southern sena- 
tors are concerned, by telling the truth 
about it. Mr. Gorman declared that the 
administration in seeking unconditional 
repeal found its plan opposed by a ma- 
jority of democrats, and was compelled 
to submit to republican dictation. Mr. 
Sherman insisied on the repeal of the 
purchasing clause only of the act of 1890, 
and the administration in order to get 
the support of the republican faction 
was compelled to give repeal the shape 
that John Sherman desired. This is 
frankly stated by Mr. Gorman, and 
should be frankly accepted by those dem- 
ocratic editors who are and have been 
trving to maintain an absurdly untena- 
ble position. 

The party will have to face the facts, 
accept them and turn its attention earn- 
estly and vigorously to the other meas- 
ures of relief pledged in the platform,

Observe these rules strictly, and if you 
live anything like the allotted time for 
man to live you will be a rich man, and 
whenever you die everybody, including 
your heirs, will be glad of it. 


Looking Forward. 

Under the pledges of the democratic 
platform congress is bound to enact. 
without unnecessary delfy, legislation 
that will carry into effect the state bank 
and tariff reform phinks. 

These two great measures of relief can- 
not fail to materially lighten the burdens 
of the masses. The reduction of the tariff 
to a revenue basis will cheapen the cost 
of living and our wage-earners will save 
a large percentage of the tax which they 
have heretofore paid in the interests of 
a few favored classes of manufacturers 
who demand bigger prices for their 
goods here in the home market than they 
charge when they send them abroad. 

The repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
State bank issues will restore to the 
States their constitutional right to char- 
ter local banks whose currency will ena- 
ble the people of the south and west to 
transact business and move their crops 
without calling on New York to supply 
their needs. Our older readers who re- 
member how satisfactorily this system 
worked for about eighty years in the 
past will rejoice to see it revived under 
the efficient safeguards suggested by the 
ripe financial experience of the present 
day. This expansive currency, based 
upon our property and credit, will supply 
every legitimate demand. It will stimu- 
late enterprise, lower the rate of interest 
and give new life to our industry and 
commerce. Such a currency will not be 
absorbed and conirolled by the money 
centers of the east. While it will cireu- 
late side by side with the national notes 
and be regarded everywhere as the equal 
of specie, its local character and securi- 
ties will naturally hold the great body of 
it within a radius of a few hundred miles 
from the banks of issue. In other words, 
it will be a sound home currency for 
home people. : 

The redemption of the state bank and 
revenue tariff pledges of our platform 
will give the people all the financial re- 
lief that is needed. They will: be re- 
deemed because they are mandatory

The Party-Wrecker Again. 

The Charleston News and Courier 
sticks to its party-wrecking policy, and 
it now shows its hand so plainly that its 
purposes and. objects can no longer be 
misunderstood. 

Our contemporary is now engaged in 
an effort to drive all dissatisfied demo- 
erats into the ranks of the third party. 
The Constitution, on the other hand, has 
all the time advised this element to 
stand squarely on the Chicago platform, 
to remain in the party and secure the re- 
demption of its promises. This was sub- 
stantially what we said in our recent 
comments on Colonel Claiborne Snead’s 
letter announcing his affiliation with the 
third pariy. The News and Courier 
would adopt a very different course. It 
tells Colonel Snead that he has done the 
right thing, and says that he will “re- 
gard with contempt” The Constitution's 
suggestion that he should remain loyal 
to the democracy and work with it on 
the line mapped out in the Chicago plat- 
form. 

This is the very essence of the party- 
wrecking policy. The old-fashioned dem- 
ocratic way is to get together and har- 
monize on differences. If we cannot get 
one particular measure of relief prom- 
ised in our platform, we should take the 
next best relief plank and make a united 
effort to carry it out. The old saying 
that half a loaf is better than none is a 
good one to live up to in practical poll- 
tics. To advise all democrats who can- 
not agree with the administration’s sil- 
ver programme to march into the popu- 
list camp is simply a bold proposition to 
break up the democratic organization. 

It is well that the Charleston party- 
wrecker has at last thrown off all dis- 
guise and exposed the real aim of its 
mission. But it is needless to say that 
lis attempt to divide and shatter the 
grand old party of Jefferson will be a 
disastrous failure. Democrats may at 
times differ among themselves in a broth- 
erly way, and occasionally make a seri- 
ous blunder, but their caucuses and coun- 
cils will finally bring them together, and 
in.a spirit of compromise and harmony 
they will unite upon all vitally essential 
principles and methods and fulfill their 
promises to the people. This is The Con- 
stitution’s way, and we are satisfied that 
all good democrats will endorse it. To 
hold the party together and strengthen it 
is our mission, and we shall under no cir- 
cumstances advise democrats who differ 
with us to go over to the third party and 
spurh with contempt all efforts to re- 
store party harmony. If the wrecker in 
the city by the sea is not irrevocably com- 
mitted to its work of disorganization and 
destruction it will find food for thought 
in these reflections.

A Star Chamber Society. 

The American Protective Association. 
whose secret methods may be investi- 
gated by a congressional committee, is 
guilty of some rather wild work in the 
north west. 

The society is active in Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Colorado 
and western New York, and has already 
made itself felt in politics. It is after 
the old Know-nothing order, but is com- 
posed chiefly of foreigners’ who are 
banded together to prevent Roman Cath- 
olics from holding office or securing em- 
ployment. 

Recently Mayor Van Horn, of Denver, 
who is a member of the association, vio- 
lated his obligation by appointing a Ro- 
man Catholic to some small office. The 
society secretly took action and pla- 
carded the mayor as a traitor in every 
American Protective Association branch 
in the United States. The placard states 
that when Van Horn dies a secret com- 
mittee will be appointed to affix on his 
tombstone the inscription, “Here lies a 
tratior.”’ 

Nothing could be more un-American 
than the principles and methods of this 
order, aud its strong membership in so 
many states is a matter of surprise. 
When these conspirators. and their ob- 
jects become better known to the public 
the whole gang will be placed under the 
ban. In this land of religious and politi- 
cal liberty such an organization should 
not be tolerated. 


Our Coast Defenses. 

At the regular session of congress in 
December the senate committee on coast 
defenses will probably have before it 
Mr. W. T. Forbes, of Atlanta, who has 
outlined and developed an entirely new 
plan of protecting the coast harbors of 
the United States. 

The plan of Mr. Forbes, briefly stated, 
involves the building of coast line rail- 
Ways between important harbors, and 
the employment of these lines in trans- 
porting heavy guns on powerfully built 
railway enrriages, so that the defensive 
ordrance may be concentrated at short 
notice for the protection of threatened 
or assailed points. 

This plan is a new one and seems to 
be entirely feasible. The element of cost 
that is attached to it is hardly worth 
considering in view of the importance of 
the object sought to be obtained. In 
fact, the economy of the plan, next to 
its simplicity, is its chief feature, for it 
would do away at once with the heavy 
cost of the permanent preparations for 
defense that must sooner or later be 
made at all the important harbors of the 
United States. 

It should be borne in mind that the es- 
timates already made for the protection 
of New York harbor alone call for an 
expenditure of at least $23,000,000, and 
the defenses of that harbor may amount 
to a much larger sum. Mr. Forbes’s plan 
would permit other harbors of the At- 
lantic coast to avail themselves, in mo- 
ments of danger, of the elaborate de- 
fenses mapped out for New York, and, 
on the other hand, would permit the me- 
tropolis to avail itself of the defensive 
batteries stationed at other h4rbors. 
Moreover, the lines of railway could be 
utilized for other purposes when not em- 
ployed fn transpo guns, thus adding 
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another element of econemy to the plan. 

In fact, Mr. Forbes’s plan is so simple 
and commends itself so aptly to all the 
exigencies of harbor and const defense 
that we wonder it has not been thought 
of before. We shall have just reason to 
congratulate ourselves if the great prob- 
lem of protecting our exposed coasis and 
harbors shall be solved by an Atlanta 
man-a gentleman who has already 
solved the scarcely less important prob- 
lem of decorticating flax, ramie and 
other fibrous plants and preparing. the 
fiber for the spinner at a cost that may 
be described as merely nominal. 


_ §tate Elections Next Week. 

Thirteen states will hold elections next 
Tuesday. These states are Kentucky, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, New York, New Jersey, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Wisconsin, 
Virginia and Towa. 

Governor Boies was elected in Towa 
two years ago by a plurality of 8.216. but 
last year the republican electoral ticket 
carried the state by a plurality of 22.065. 

‘rohibition and other local issues make 
the result doubtful this year. The legis- 
lature to be elected will choose Senator 
Wilson's successor, and the new ar- 
rangement of the districts will probably 
give the democrais the advantage. 

Kentucky will elect a democratic leg- 
islature that will choose Senator Lind- 
Say’s successor. 

Massachusetts will elect a full state 
ticket and a legislature. Despite repub- 
lican defeats in past years they count on 
victory this time, but they may again be 
disappointed. 

Missouri will elect several state offi- 
cers—all democrats. 

Nebraska will elect a member of the 
supreme bench and three-regents of the 
state university. The democrats and 
populists are fighting each other and the 
republicans stand the best chance. 

The New York democracy is expected 
to elect its whole ticket. 

New Jersey will elect several state sen- 
ators and a full house. 

Ohio will elect a governor, state offi- 
cers and a legislature. Predictions favor 
McKinley, as the republicans have made 
the most vigorous campaign. 

Virginia will come out all right with 
O'Ferrall and a democratic legislature. 

South Dakota and Pennsylvania will 
elect a few state officers—probably re- 
publicans. 

Wisconsin will elect a full state ticket 
and legislature. The democrats are try- 
ing hard to retain their hold on _ this 
state, but the republicans are making a 
strong fight. 

Local issues predominate in most of 
these states and no undue national im- 
portance shoukl be attached to the re- 
sults. 
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The Washington Post kindly remarks 
that The Constitution “never produces an 
uninteresting number.” This is a welcome 
tribute to modest democratic merit. 
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Why does the tempestuous kiss of Marie 
Tempest continue to attract the attention 
of the editorial brethren? Is it because it 
is a nonpartisan affair, or because a Pef- 
fer amendment is necessary ? 

When a southern editor goes so far as 
to say that the repudiation of the financial 
doctrines of John Sherman by a democrat- 
ic newspaper is calculated to make populist 
votes, that southern editor is not a quarter 
of an inch from republicanism. 
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Governor Tillman is talking about taking 
a census of professional drunkards in South 
Carolina. This is the most practical tem- 
perance movement we have ever heard of. 
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Mr. Gorman says that John Sherman 
dictated the repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the act of 1890. Presently somebody 
will be charging Mr. Gorman with driving 
democrats into the populist camp.

Curry, and he is one of the most Interesting 
and attract.ve of speakers. The subject of 
education is close to his heart--.s his life's 
work, and as the trustee of those great he- 
quests, the Peabody and Slater funds, be 
does great good throughout the entire eoun- 
try.

Judge C. C. Kibhee, of Macon, came in 
yesterday and was about the legistative halls. 

Judge K.bbee is a familiar figure about the 
halls of legislation, and his coming: means 
that an important matter is to be presented 
to the general assembly. ) 

The judge represents the Hays and Svott, 
bonds—a ‘claim of about 840,000—-wwhich he 
wants the state to pay, and which the finance 
and subfluance committees of the house have’ 
time and again said should be paid. The 
Hays bonds bear date of 1866, were signed 
by Charles J. Jenkins, governor, and their 
validity has never been questioned. The 
Scott bonds were issued in 1840 and 184] 
under the administration of Gdvernor Charles 
J. McDonald. The question has never been 
raised as to the validity of these bonds, 
either. Hon. W. A. Little, when attorney 
general, investigated these bonds on the in- 
struction of the general assembly and de- 
clared them to be legal and valid obligations 
of the staie. 

Judge Kitbee in speaking of the bonds and | 
of his mission to Atlanta said: 

‘I have for several years represented these 
claims as an attorney, having a fee contingent 
upon their successful prosecution, but, vailu- 
ing my past services to the state more thar 
any moneyed consideration, I do not and 
would not seek the payment of them unless I 
felt absolutely certain that Tey are valid 
outstanding obligations of the state which 
eannot be ignored. Though justly and legaliy 
ent:tied to have their debts against the state 
paid in full, my clients huve expressed a de- 
sire to adjust them upon terms as fair and 
liberat fs possible, and in the pending bill 
have offered to accept bonds bearing a less 
rate of interest than those now held by 
them.’’ 

The ‘egisiature will be asked to pass a bdill 
providing for the issue of 41-2 per cent 
bonds to take up these. 

Judge A, f. Miller, of Macon, ex-judge of 
the Macon ‘circuit, is here. Judge Miller 
came up to look into the stenographer’s bill, 
introduced by Mr. Reese. at the request of the 
legislative committee appointed by the con. 
vention of superior court judges, of which 
Judge George F. Gober is chairman. Judge 
Gober is also here looking after the work 
which the judges asked him to attend to. 

“My bill to create a naval militia,” ald 
Judge Mershon, of brunswick, last night. ‘“s 
very much lke the New York law. It pm- 
vides for companies forming a naval reserre 
force, to which all seafaring men and men 
engaged in the navigation of rivers or other 
waters, all persous engaged in the construr- 
tion and management of ships or crafts, to- 
gether with ship owners, members of yacht 
clubs and all ex-ofleers and former enlisted 
men of the navy shall be ellgiblie. The tdea 
is that the naval militia is to hold the same 
relationship to the navy that the state mill 
tia does to the army and can be called npoen 
in cases of emergency. North Carolina has 
several conipanies of naval reserves, and I 
think that Florida has also. Whether any 
other southern states have or not I can't 
say.’ 

An incident in the house proceedings that 
was of much interest was the speech of Hon. 
W. J..Morton, of Clarke, {9 seconding the 
nomination of Judge Lumpkin. 

“There’s one boy whose numination I want 
to second,”’ sald the gentleman from Clarke 
when the subject of the elections wag 
broached, ‘‘and while I can’t, under the rules, 
say much, what I say is going to be to the 
point.’’ 

The boys were watching for that speech, 
and when “Pap,”’ as he is familiarly and 
lovingly called, rose they crowded around 
hiin. Some of them were inclined to take it 
aS a foke, but “Pap"’ was never more is 
earnest. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, “I am pleased to 
stand before this august assembly as the 
representative of that grand old county, 
Clarke, the home of the Lumpkins. It was 
my privitege from eariy youth to know and 
love that man whose scholarly attaiaments 
have stamped themselves upon the bar of 
Georgia for the past half century. He lived 
revered by all and passed from among us, 
leaving us sorowing: but his mantle has fallen 
upon one who, from his past service and 
present standing, bids fair to be a worthy 
successor of a noWle grandsire—I mean his 
grandson, Hon. H,. J, Lumpkin, Whose nomi- 
nation I now second.”’ 

It is a long time since Uncle Billy made so 
long a speech, but he acquitted himself ad- 
mirably and got plenty of applause. He 
meant all he said, too. 

Judge Joel A. Sweat, of Waycross, is at the 
K‘imbali.

“IT have not examined the substitutes of the 
senate judiciary committee to the bill of 
Hon. John I. Hall classifying offenses and 
penalties,’”’ said he last evening, “but as I 
understand it, the substitute merely changes 
the form of the original b.ll. The need of a 
revis.on Of the laws in this respect must be ap- 
parent to everybody, but especially to a judge. 
Mauy penalties are. as the law now stands. 
d.sproportionate to the offense, Ejther the 
juages should be given more discretion or 
mauy offenses now felonies should be re- 
duced to misdemeanors. This is one reform 
which is undoubtedly greatly needed—this re- 
vision of the code. 

“Another bill I favor 1s that of Mr, Reese, 
about stenographers. This does not apply to 
stenographers in courts like that here and in 
other cities where the work is so heavy, but 
vhanges can be made in the present law 
that will greatly benefit the county courts. 
Either a salary should be pa‘d stenographers 
or their compensation so _ fixed that they 
should be required to attend all sessions and 
take the testimony.’’

The Question of a City Bank Should 
Not Be Considered. 


THAT 18 THE WAY A NUMBER THINK 


Phe Banks Should Have Nothing to Do 
with the Election of a Treacurer, but 
Should Bid for the Deposit.

The city’s money should be taken out of 
politics and removed from the demoraliz- 
ing influence of the ballot box appears to 
be the sentiment of nearly every one who 
has given the matter any thought. 

A number of prominent busmess men, 
iucluding nearly all of the bankers, have ex- 
pressed themselves on this point and all 
seem to be of one mind, namely, that the 
banks should have an equal = chance 
after the city treasurer has been elected 
to make a proper bid for the handling of 
the city’s money. 

As it is now the banks are injected into 
the campaign and the entire business of 
the city is affected. 

The only remedy for this evil is to strike 
a dividing line between the treasury on the 
one hand and the local washpot on the 
other. This will keep the two separate, and 
while politics will have a hand in the elec- 
tion of a treasurer, the banks will be al- 
lowed to say in a fair contest as to which 
of them shall be the treasury. 

This appears to be the solution of the 
matter as gathered from the drift of 
the comment yesterday. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox Has a Word. 

Colonel R. I?. Maddox, of the Maddox- 
Rucker Banking Company, is strongly in 
favorof the change. He thinks that 
the business of the city has been materi- 
ally impaired and that further injury is 
threatened uniess a departure is made 
from ihe present method of selecting a 
city treasurer. 

“I am firmly persuaded,” said Coloncl 
Maddox, “that the disposition of the city’s 
money should not be allowed to enter pol- 
itics. It causes unnecessary agitation and 
brings about a state of feeling, which, to 
say the least, is very unpleasant. When 
the banks of the city enter into a contest 
of this kind it has from the very na- 
ture of things a demoralizing effect. It, 
moreover, tends ty complicate matters and 
to render the political situation, with the 
friends of one bank pulling this way and 
the friends of another bank pulling that 
Way, all the more confused and tangled up. 
I believe the treasurer should be selected 
in the plain, old-fashioned way; that he 
should be a good, reliable man, a shrewd 
financier and a man capable of discharging 
the duties of his position. After the treas- 
urer has beep selected then the banks, if 
they are so disposed, can make a bid for 
the city’s money and all of them will stand 
on the same platform. In this Way the 
banks will not have anything to do with 
the political dispute and the question of 
the highest bid for the city's money after 
the treasurer has been elected will simply 
be a matter of business. As far as I am 
individually concerned it makes but very 
littie difference, but I-de not think that 
banks should enter into the squabble for 
political recognition and bring about un- 
necessary aud unpleasant agitation. ] 
think Mr. Hill is on the right line. The 
city treasurer should be selected without 
reference to any bank or moneyed corpora- 
tion and should be a man in every way 
Competent to fill the position.” 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson. 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson, of the Southern 
Trust and Banking Company, is equaily 
4s pronounced in his views as Colonel Mad- 
dox, 

“Already,” said Mr. Atkinson in reply to 
4 question yesterday, “the business of the 
city has been very greatly affected by 
the* question of the city’s money, as to 
which way it will go in the coming election, 
An issue of this kind is too far-reaching and 
the interests of too many are involved for 
it to be sprung in a loca] campaign. It es- 
tablishes, I think, a very bad precedent 
and brings about a very improper favorit- 
ism among the banking institutions of the 
city. - Banks are organized for the purpuse 
of doing business aij not to figure in po- 
litical fights, and whenever they enter the 
political field a very great amount of harm 
is the result. 1 do not think the banks of 
the city oughi to have anything to do with 
the election of a city treasurer. That 
official should be 2 goud business man, and 
if there happens to be a lot of money in 
the treasury 1 am in fayor of letting it 
out with good interest and security. That 
is the way I stand on the question and my 
views have not been hastily formed or care- 
lessly entertained.” 

Mr. L. BR. Nelson. 

“The city’s money,” said Mr. L. B. Nel- 
gon, “ought not to be madea political ques- 
tion. It is purely a matter of business and us 
such it ought to be treated. The bringing 
in of such an issue and therriral claims 
of a number of banks as to which one 
of them shall be recognized as the city's 
treasury is fraught with demoralization 
and confusion. It ig calculated to injure 
business and that result, to a certain ex- 
tent, has already been brought about by the 
present situation. A man should be elected 
to fill the place who has no connection or 
affiliation with any bank and the question 
of a place in which to deposit any surplus 
money that might belong to the city ought 
to be decided after the issue of a candidate 
has been determined. A bank ought not to 
be a candidate for any office or figure in 
any way to bring about the election of an 
offices. It causes very great unpleasantness 
and its harmful effect is felt 2!! over the 
business community.” 

Kir. J. C. Dayton. 

Mr. J. ©. Dayton, of the State Savings 
bank, in speaking of tie city’s money in 
connection with the present political situ- 
ation, said yesterday: “i do not think the 
banks should figure in this matter; at least 
not until the election js over and then as 
a matter of business they can make a bid 
for the city’s deposit,if they feel so disposed. 
Business and politics do not go well togeth- 
er. At any rate banks onght not to have 
anything to do with the election of a city 
teeasurer. It is hurtful to the trade and 


to the business of the city generally. As 


a business man and as a member of the 
panking fraternity of the city, I am op- 
od to bringing the city’s money into 
slitice.

A Parson Convicted of Distilling, but | 


Afterward Liberated. 


THERE WAS A FLAW IN THE BILL' 


HeSeid That Providence Was Taking Care 
of Him-In This View of the Case Col. 
James Says He Should Be Acquitted. 


Parson Barrett, an alleged moonshiner from 
Banks county, was convicted yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge Newman, but on account of 
a technicality was set at liberty. 

“Providence interfered,"’ said the reverend 
gentleman, in congratulating himself on the 
happy rghit of the trial. “I knew I was safe 
in the hands of the Lord, and that He would 
take care of me in the hour of persecution.’ 

District Attorney James, however, Was not 
tle thought if providence had 
anything to do the worthy brother 
would have been acquitted. As it was the 
preacher was convicted by the testimony of 
removing whisky from a still, but on account 
of the failure of this clause to appear in the 
bill of indictment, an order was granted by 
Judge Newman dismissing the prisoner from 
custody . 

With a smile of pious exultation on his face 
the pastor left the courtroom and was soon 
on his way, rejoicing, to his mountain flock. 

How It Happened. 

It is not unusual, by any means, for a 
preacher from the mountain districts to be 
indicted for a violation of the revenue iaw,but a 
case of the kind is always refreshing. It 
brings a new phase to the business of the 
courtroom, and as such it tends to relieve 
the dull monotony. 

Though a preacher is brought to the bar 
every now and then, it very seldom happens 
that he gets off as easily as Parson Barrett did 

sterday. 

His conaiien on the witness stand, testified 
that he himself was the owner of the still, 
and that he lNved in the house with his broth- 
er. It was his own property, and for that he 
was willing to be responsible. 

As a matter of evidence, however, it was 
shown that he had carried a keg of whisky 
from the still to the house and there was no 
getting around this stump. The only alterna- 
tive which the jury had was to bring in a 
verdict, ‘‘we, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty of removing ilicit whisky.”’ 

When it came to an examination of the bill 
of indictment, however, it was found that no 
clause was in it providing for a conviction of

On motiion of the defendant's counsel, an 
order was taken with the permission of the 
districr attorney. dismissing the prisoner from 
the custody of the law. 

Although if was a dovbtful acquittal, it was 
full of the charm of liberty, and though the 
prisoner lacked a vindication at the hande of 
the law, be was inwardly satisfied by the re. 
sult of the trial. Coming out of the court- 
room, he preached the mercy of the Lord in 
giving him his liberty, after stamping his con. 
duct with conviction. 34

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
K xchange. 
New York, October 30.—The week opened on 
the stock exchange with the silver bill In its 
last stages in @he senate, and repeal aimost 
within sight. it was to be expected that the 
‘tone of speculation would be steady and the 
tendency of the prices upward and so it came 
10 pass, but there were a nuubber of operators 
who desired to take part, at least of the prof- 
its of the recent rise, and numerous selling or- 
ders were sent in to be effected and these re- 
e.izations promptly checked the upward lnove- 
ment. There were special influences at work, 
too, that tended to depress the speculation. 
merican securities In London were weak ard 
ywdon was a beavy seller in this market of 
t. Paul. Louisville and Nashville, Union Pa- 
ific, Atchison, Krie and Reading. ‘The an- 
ouncement Was made that the recelvers of 
he Unon Pacific haa decided not to pay the in- 
erest due November Ist, and it was reported 
that the Erie directors had determined not to 
ay the interest on the firs: lien mortgage due 
Roremer ist. ‘This latter intelligence was 


garded more seriously #¢ it was taken to 


mean that the interest on the second mor:- 
age, due Decembed Ist, would also be de- 
aulted on. The September statement of the 
Jhicago, Burlington and Quincy, showing, as 
t did, an unexpectedly large decrease in net 
earnings, and in surplus, was another factor in 
the declining market which the near approach 
of the settlement of the financa} ne Sigg ag and 
the reported shipment of a million in gold 
from London to New York failed to support. 
The downward tendency commenced at noon 
and when compared with Saturday’s closing 
figures, a decline ranging almost to 3 pert cent 
had been satabibaed. The lower range of 
Values attracted new buying and the specu- 
lative temper experienced a change, prices 
moving stadily upward until after 2 o'clock, at 
which time a recovery of 1 5-S per cent had 
been made. During the rise, a good deal of 
long stock had been disposed of, and as the 
purchase movement was lostng force, a drive 
Was made in the general list by the bears, 
which was rather demoralizing and resulted in 
the loss of the improvement in short order, 
and sent prices down below the bottom fig- 
ures of the morning.

NEW YORK, October 3)— The Liverpool market 
rather surprised the trade this morning by advancing 
about 4-64d over Saturday’s prices. Cables say that the 
cause of the improvement was the reported frost in 
the Mississippi valley on Saturday and Sunday nights. 
The official weather report shows that killing frost oc- 
curred on Saturday and Sunday nights at Yazoo City, 
Uittle Kock, Memphis and Vicksburg. At all these 
points and in the adjacent districts the temperature 
vas below the freezing point. The average tempera- 
ture for the moath of October is probably the lowest 
ever recorded in the cotton belt. The effect upon our 
market of the advance in Liverpool was an opening 
improvement of from 13@lipoints. After the opening 
prices immediately commenced to decline upon the 
anticipation of the exceptionally heavy receipts at 
New Orleans tomorrow, and before 1 o’clock near)y the 
entire advance had been lost. The movement last vear 
was exceptionally heavy, being the last dav of the 
month, when receipts at New Orleans are made up to 
include what is practically two davs’ movement. The 
market was therefore prepared to some extent for the 
announcement that the receipts at New Orleans to- 
morrow would probably be between 51,000 and 52,000 
bales, and the consequent decline when this news was 
received was slight. Subsequently a feeble rally was 
established on the covering of cotton sold short in an- 
ticipation of the heavy receipts. Estimates of the re- 
ceipts for the week areas high as 336,000 bales. The 
interior movement, as far as known, promises to be 
less than last year. The weekly report of the state ag- 
ricultural department for Texas says that the frost re- 
rpoted on the 15th and i7th hasin many eases stopped 
the further growth ofthe plant. During the afternoon 
the market eased uway 223 points more, and the ciose 
was quiet and steady at about last night's prices. The 
cause of the decline was the general disappointment 
felt in speculative circles over the newa froin Washing- 
ton. Although there is still every confidence that the 
repeal bill will pass the senate, the fact that the silver 
senators still continue talking makes traders nervous 
and fearful that by some sbarp practice repeal may be 
shelved, and the market accurately reflected this feei- 
ing. Except at New Orleans and Norfolk the move- 
went is iess than last year.

NEW YORK, October 0™—The opening here was 13 
points higher than Saturday’s close, but sll of this was 
lost but one point. A greater part of the decline is due 
to the estimate for New Orieans tomorrow of 61.060 
bales, which includes everything received trom i2 
o’clock today until 32 o’clock tomorrow night on aoc- 
count of its being the last day of the month. Other- 
wise the count would have been from 12 m. today to 12 
m. tomorrow. January was 8,21 when this estimate 
was received and it remained at 8.19@8.20 for more than 
2hours. The market eased off towaras the closing on 
some realizing. Liverpool improved 371 points, a part 
of which was lost. (ur Galveston house telegraphs to- 
day that the estimates of the Galveston News and the 
Texas railroads are confirmed by the most reliable 
authorities there, who say that the Texas crop does not 
indicate over 1,660,000 bales.

1f 
unwise, it will be pointed to as un argu- 
ment against state banks of issue. It may 
work the defeat of the measure in congress 
to which the people of Georgia are lovking 
for relief.

It pro- 
vides that it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons, by themselves or through 
any other person, to negotiate for the sule 
or furnishing, to make apy contract or 
agreement to furnish, or to sell themselves 
or furnish in any county in the state in 
which the sale is now repealed by prohibi- 
tion or high license or otherwise. The pen- 
alty provided is that for misdemeanor.

Other new bills were Mr. Dennard’s ¢s- 
tablishing a new charter for Seville, Wil- 
cox county; Mr. Hackeett’s, providing com- 
pensation for the commissioners of Catoo- 
sa county and their clerks. 

Orher Senate Business. 

The most important bill before the senate 
was the judiciary committee’s substitute for 
Mr. Hall's bill, fixing penalties for crimes. 
It classifies crimes in three classes, fixing 
the penalties for them. Chairman Reese 
explained the provisions of the Dill, and in 
order that it might be fully understood, the 
senate, on motion of Mr. Hackett, ordered 
a hundred copies printed. 

The cigarette bill was read the first 
time in the sevate and referred to the gen- 
eral judiciary.

On these two days the green- 
houses will be thrown open to the public, 
and every one is invited to inspect the mar- 
velous beauty of their display.

The club is to have a cozy reading 
room and he Constitution, Journal and Her- 
eid have given a year’s subscription to their 
papers, so that those wamen who now take 
one of the city papers may be spared the ex- 
pense by joining the club. Many books and 
snagazines have also been contributed. 

The restaurant will be the chief feature of 
interest to those busy dotvn-town members 
whose work does not allow of their going 
home to lunch. This restaurant will furnish, 
jor the siiail sum of one dime, a plate of 
hice vegetable soup, a cup of tea or coffee and 
meat, bread and butter. What more cou!d 
one ask in the way of a nice, palatable lunch- 
eon? Heretofore id has been impossible for 
women to get .wze simplest hot meal dowu 
town Without going to a restaurant and pay- 
ing from 35 to 40 cents for it. Then men bad 
euch simple places for their"requirements, but 
a woman is forbidden the iunch counters at 
which so many of the other sex refresh them- 
selves at midday. 

This feature of the club, and it is the leading 
pne, appeals to all classes of women. The 
put-of-town shoppers will find it especially 
ponvenient as a place to send packages, to 
get a hot lunch and to freshen up at the nice 
Hressing room wil.ch is an important part of 
she club’s arrangements. Then, to the tired 
“yorker in the big shops and modistes’ rooms 
down town the hot lunch will be a moat wel- 
¢ome and refreshing thing, while to all wo- 
gnen who find lunch time passing before they 
@re ready to return home this nice place will 
be a great boon. The ladies also propose to 
amake the place a market for fine needlework 
and cookery, and are going to give especial at- 
tention to the making of salads, creams, 
Cakes, ete., for entertainments. This will 
give omployment to many accomplished 
needlewomen and makers of dainty dishes who 
‘have heretofore found but an intermittent de. 
anand for their work . To bring collective tal- 
vents of individual women before the public in 
this way will be a most successfulplan.

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“RAILROAD NEWS, 


The Meeting of the Executive Board 
| Has Been Postponed, 


NEXT WEEK THE BIG GUNS COME 


Augusta Will Not Get the One-Cent-Rate 
to the Exposition—Other Happen- 
ingsin Railroad Circles. 


The meeting of the executive board of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associ- 
ation has been postponed and will not 
take place tomorrow, but a week from 
tomorrow. 

Commissioner Stahlman came to this 
conclusion yesterday and decided to calli 
the meeting a week later than he had fixed 
for it. The reason for the postponement is 
that many of the leading members of the 
board could not be here tomorrow. 

It is always very difficult to get all the 
members together and for this reason it 
frequently happens that several postpone- 
ments have to be made before a full at- 
tendance is secured. The members of the 
executive board are the presidents and gen- 
eral managers of the railroads—the men 
who stand at the very top—and it is often 
out of the question for them to drop their 
work and go hundreds of miles to attend 
the meetings of the board, however impor- 
tant these meetings muy be. 

Many of the members live in New York 
and other distant points and so many of 
them have signified their inability to at- 
tend the coming meeting that the commis- 
sioner thought best to call it a week later 
BO that they could be notified in time to 
arrange to come to Atlanta, 

The meeting will be beld in the rooms of 
the commissioner in the equitable building 
and many important matters will come up 
before it for a safe and sultisfactory set- 
tement. 

The question of reducing the lumber rates 
Will be one of the most important of the 
Issues. It will be remembered that about 
a year ago the scale of rates on lumber 
Was raised in certain particulars and that 
the Immber shippers have been clamoring 
for » repeal of the rule passed bringing 
wbout this raise. 

There has net been a 
Fate committee since the rule was passed 
but a committee from the lumber ship- 
pers appeared aud asked fop.a reduetion 
oi the rates on lumber. 

The reduction has never been granted 
and it is thought that this will be one 
of the most vexed questious to arise before 
the weeting to be held here next week. 

The coiton apportionment will also come 
up for consideration and since the recent 
disturbances ia Macon it is probable that 
the railroads composing the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association will come to 
& more thorough understanding about the 
way some of the railroad men jn the Ma- 
eon Movement are stirring up strife about 
What was considered settled sometime ugo. 

Going to Change Again. 


It is grid that the Georgia railroad will 
begin next Sunday to run the same old 
schedule between Atlanta and Covington 
that was formerly run before the recent 
changes were made on the main line be- 
tween Augusta and Atlanta. 

The accommodstion train was changed 
80 as to give the local service all the way 
to Union Poiut, but it is said that this 
schedule does not work well and the state- 
meut is given semi-oflicially that the old 
schedule that used to prove so accommo- 
dating to the peeple who live in the towns 
between here and Covington and do bus- 
iness in Atlanta will be reinstated. 

The Througt Tourist Kates. 


Commissioner Slaughter rendered a decis- 

ion in the case of the winter tourists’ 
, a yesterday. 

. he question was raised at the last meet- 
ing of the rate eommittee whether 
or not the roads should adopt some plan 
by which no stop over would be allowed 
on these winter tourists’ rates. 

The reason for not ellewing any stop 
over in the minds of those who favored 
such a rule wes_to prohibit the projects of 
the scalpers with these winter heap rates 
that might be engaged in as long as any 
stop over is allowed. 

By requiring passengers to go right on 
through to the point of their ticket’s des- 
tination without the privilege of stopping 
at intermediate stations it was thought the 
sealpers could not get in hand the tickets 
that were thus sold at cheap prices,. 

But, whatever the justice of such reason- 
ing may he, the commissioner has de- 
cided to allow step overs at intermediate 
points, the tickets being good for twenty- 
four hours longer than the scheduled time. 

Augusta Will Not Get the Rate. 


The Augusta Exposition Company will 
not get the l-cent a mile rate to the great 
tair soon to open in the Fountain City. 

This was) decided by Commissioner 
Slaughter yesterday. The showing made 
by the committee from Augusta before 
the commissioner the other day was not 
deemed sutlicient to grant the rate. 

What the committee from Augusta want- 
ed was to secure from the railroads a rate 
of 1 cent a mile for special days, the tick- 
ets to be good for only three days and 
within a radius of three hundred miles from 
the city of Augusta. 

The Augusta people made a_ splendid 
showing before the rate meeting last week 
and were hopeful of getting this rate for 
the people who will rush to the Augusta 
fair. Thev thought that jit would be mn- 
tually profitable to the railroads and the 
exposition, and the commissioner compli- 
ments the committee highly for the admi- 
rable way in which the question was put 
before the rate meeting. 

The commissioner thinks, however, that 
the railroads ean do no better for the An- 
gusta exposition than to allow the 5-cent- 
a-mile round trip tickets which have al- 
ready been granted. : 

These tickets will be sold for the entire 
exposition and for no special gays. It is 
only 1 cent and a half per mile and this 
certainly is a cheap rate. 

Dtuppeu by the Lu wer Cent. Tax. 

Some weeks ago quite a number of parties 
interested in the Georgia rasiroad requested 
Nir. Charles HH. Vhinizy, the president of 
the road, to look into the ques ion and see 
if the Georgia railroad could not issue 
bonds not bearing interest in denominations 
of 85, $10, $2U, and SoU, to be used as cur- 
rency.

People along its line would take the money 
issued by the Georgia railroad for any- 
thing they bad to sell, and there is no one 
in the south but who would take the money 
as quick as they would that issued by the 
nationa! banks. 

The credit of the road is unlimited. Its 
faithful management by strong men guar- 
antees the people that a¥ its notes would 
be redeemedable on presentation. 

Colonel Phinizy submitted the proposi- 
“tion to Hon. John B. Cumming, who is 
the attorney for the road, and who is one 
of the best lawyers in the state. Major 
Cumming gave it as his opinion that no 
motes issued for circulation could be js- 
sued by the Georgia railroad without com- 
ing under the penalty of the 10 per cent 
tax prescribed under the prohibitory law 
araiust state issues. 

Of eCourse this ended the matter. It 
would be a great relief to the people if this 
foud could issue bonds, and there jis no 
man in the state who would refuse to take 
them for anything he might have to sel!) 
But until this law is repealed, it is useloss 
to take any stops to relieve the pressure in 
our state.
